DUE SOON 


Wilmington’s tax payers may soon wake up to 
find that the 1971 tax rate has been declared, and 
that it will be higher than that of 1970. 

Principal Assessor Anthony Kremenski, several 
weeks ago, decided to wait and see if the Legisla- 
ture was going to do anything to aid the cities and 
towns, by means of an added sales tax, before de- 
claring the 1971 rate. The 1971 rate could be a 
dollar lower, ‘he thought, if the legislature acted 
favorably. 

But the Senate refused to. It voted down the pro- 
posal, and on Monday it refused to reconsider the 
Sales tax. That killed all chances of Mr. Kremenski 
declaring a lower rate. 

The 1970 tax rate was $42.00. The 1971 rate will 
probably be something under $50.
